Seek Ways to 
Curb Abuse of

Tilman Parks 
Succumbs in 
Washington 


Washington (/P)— One of Arkansas 


leading political figures, 
former 


Rep. Tilman Bacon Parks, is dead 
at the age of 77. 


Parks, who served eight terms 


in the House from 1920 until 1936, 
died in a Washington 
hospital 


from internal hemorrhage. He had 
been ill only a short time. 


Born near 
Lcwisville, 
Ark., 


Parks lived at Camden 
for 
a 


number of years. He served in the 
Arkansas General Assembly 
in 


1901, 1903 and 1909. He was elect- 
ed prosecutor of the 8th Arkansas 
Judicial Circuit in 1914 and served 
in that capacity until 1918. 


He also was presidential elec- 


tor at large on the 
Democratic 


ticket in 1904. 


As a representative from the 7th 


Arkansas 
District, Park served 


as chairman of a subcommittee on 
appropriations. He retired 
from 


Congress in 1936. 


Survivors include a son, Til- 


man B. Parks, Jr., of Washington 
and two daughters, 
Mrs. Ann 


Parks Marshall, Chicago, and Mrs 
Josephine Pugh, Kenosha, Wis.. 


Funeral arrangements 
are in- 
complete.

Rains Bring 
Flood Threats 
in Many States 


Little Rock, Feb. 14 —(/P)—Flood 


hreats mounted, today as Arkan- 
sas' major rivers began 
another 


move out of their banks. 
' And continued heavy rains, 
ac- 


companied by dropping 
tempera- 


;ures, piled new woes on weather- 
weary Arkansans. 


By The Associated Press 
Rain splashed over the middle 


and low.er Mississippi valley today, 
raising the threat of rtfcw' floods"in 
the area already hard hit by over- 
flows this winter. 


Heavy rainfalls were 
reported 


by the U. S. Weather Bureau in 
Arkansas, Louisiana 
and Missis- 


sippi. More rain also fell in some 
parts of Indiana, Illinois and Mis- 
souri. 


The Mississippi and Ohio rivers, 


the two biggest 
streams which 


have been the cause of most con- 
cern, as well as smaller streams 
were reported 
rising 
in 
many 


areas. 
A new evacuation 
was 


started by some 3,000 persons from 
the New Madrid floodway 
below 


Charleston, in southeast Missouri. 


The rain belt extended from Ten- 


nessee, Kentucky 
and 
Illinois 


eastward to the Atlantic coast. 


Ice storms and snow dealt dam- 


aging blows to wide areas 
over 


the midwest and in southern New 
York and northern Pennsylvania. 


Power and telephone service in 


hundreds of midwest communities 
was disrupted. Highway travel was 
slowed by the glazed conditions. 


Temperatures, generally, 
over 


th county were not severe. 
The 


only sub-zero 
readings were 
in 


parts of North Dakota and north 
western Minnesota. Lows included 
-10 at Pembiha, N. D., and -7 at 
Fargo. 


Meanwhile, the series of small 


tornadoes that skipped across foui 
states over the weekend killing 47 
persons, caused property damage 
of more than $1,000,000. The twist- 
ers hit. 20 small communities in 
Texas, Arkansas,1 Louisiana and 
Tennessee. The latest 
at Hurri- 


cane Hill, Tenn., yesterday, killed 
nine persons, including a family 
of eight. 


Northeastern Indiana was hard? 


hit by ice and rain storms. The 
Wabash river was rising 
rapidly 


in Wabash and Peru and was near 
flood stage at Peru. Some schools 
were closed. 


Chicago suffered heavy damage 


by the worst ice and snow storm 
in several years. Thousands of 
homes in the city and 
suburban 


areas wore darkened last night as 
power lines snapped under 
the 


weight of ice and snow. 


Plot to Murder 
W. German Chief 
Broken Up 


Bonn, Germany, Feb. 14 —(/P)—A 


plot to murder President Theodoi 
Heuss of the West German repub- 
lic has been broken up by Han- 
nover police, the ministry of inter- 
ior announced today. 


One man was arrested. 
An interior ministry official saio 


he did not believe there svas a po- 
litical motive involved in the at- 
tempt. 


The official said that so far as 


is known, the arrested man hac 
no accomplices, and added that 
the man is undergoing mental ex- 
amination. He said the man has 
been in custody for some time. 


The ministry official refused any 


other details.

Applicants for enumera- 
tor jobs must be citizens of the 
United States, have a high school 
education or furnish evidence of 
comparable experience, be 
in 


good physical health and of excel- 
lent character, and between the 
ages of 21 to 65 although prefer- 
ence will be given to those 
be- 


tween 25 and 45 years. They must 
have 
sufficient 
financial 
re- 


sources to sustain themselves for 
approximately four weeks from the 
date of appointment until 
their 


first salary check. Applicants with 
veteran preference who meet those 
requirements will be given priority 
over nonveteran applications. Enu- 
merators in rural areas must have 
an automobile available in good 
operating condition. The method 
of payment will provide for 
the 


cost of operating cars on offical 
Census business. " 


Persons employed as enumera- 


tors for the 17th Decennial Census 
will earn about $8 to $9 per day. 
The enumerator's pay 
scale 
is 


based on the payment of piece 
prices, so much per name, 
per 


farm or per dwelling unit enum- 
erated in the Census. Persons re- 
ceiving Federal retirement pay, 
state and local government 
em- 


ployees, law enforcement officers, 
officers of political activity 
are 


ineligible for employemnt as enu- 
merators. Neither can close rela 
tives be employd in the same 
local Census office. 


Pope Pius Has 
Slight Touch 
of Influenza 


Vatican City, Feb. 14 — (UP) - 


A high Vatican source- said today 
that Pope Pius XII contracted a 
"slight touch of influenza" during 
the night und has been confined to 
bed by his private physician. 


The source said the 73-year-old 


pontiff did not celebrate his usual 
early morning mass and that all 
his audiences scheduled for today 
had been cancelled. 


He said the pontiff's physician, 


Prof. Riccardo Galeazzilisi, 
had 


been summoned to the papal apart- 
ments early this morning. The dot- 
tor diagnosed the pope's ailment 
as influenza with an attendant fev- 
er, the source said. 


The pontiff was stricken at the 


height of the 1950 Catholic Holy 
Year, which is drawing thousands 
of pilgrims from all over the world 
to Rome. 


H-Bomb Goes 
Into British 
Politics 


London, Feb. 14 — (/P) — The 


hydrogen bomb began today 
to 


look like an issue in the British 
political 
campaign, which has 


brought out a record 1,866 candi 
dates for parliament. 


Speakers for both Prime 
Min 


ister Clement Attlee's Labor gov- 
ernment and Winston 
Churchill's 


Conservative 
o p p o s i t i o n have 


called for a new attempt at inter- 
national agreement to head off the 
use of the fearfull atomic weapon. 


With the election only nine days 


off, the bomb still-is..not-in. the. is- 
su& category. But if it 'should, be- 
come so, debate probably 
would 


boil up 'over which party could do 
more to get the United States and 
Russia' to agree—the Laborites or 
the Tories. 


Neither Foreign 
Secretary Er- 


nest 
Bevin 
nor 
Tory Leader 


Churchill, both of them outspoken 
critics of the Soviet Union, 
have 


yet mentioned the bomb. 


Both are speaking today. Bevin 


talks at Abbey Wood in Southeast 
London 
(9:30 a.m. EST) and 


Churchill speaks at Edinburgh 
p.m. EST). Attlee is to speak at 
work (1 p.m. EST) and later at 
Doncaster and Sheffield. He is with- 
in two days of the end of his 1,000 
mile speaking tour. 


The hydrogen bomb drew atten- 


tion from topliners yesterday 
for 


the first time since President Tru- 
man ordered U. S. scientists 
to 
make it. 


Without mentioning the H-bomb 


by name, Anthony Eden, who is 
likely to 
become deputy 
prime 


minister if 
the 
Conservatives 


win, spoke fearfully at Radford of 
the '.'race in new weapons of de- 
struction." 


He said something must be done 


to stop this by ending internation- 
al distrust. 


"I am quite sure," Dedcn de- 


clared, 'that we must make an at- 
tempt and make it soon." 


Eden, Churchill's wartime 
for- 


eign secretary, said Britain's 'un- 
ique geographical position "in a 
leadership of the British common- 
wealth "imposes upon us the obli- 
gation to make the attempt." 


Declaring that nobody else had 


Churchill's stature, Eden said: 


"No one can more forcibly recall 


to harassed and perplexed human- 
ity the choice that now confronts 
it between real collaboration with 
its rich rewards, 
and 
mounting 


rivalries with hatreds ending in 
destruction." 


Foreign Aid 
Plan Wrong 
Says Tackett 
Washington, Feb. 14 —(/P)— Rep 


Boyd Tackett (D-Ark) says he be 
lieves most members of congress 
conscientiously believe they made 
a mistake supporting the 
foreign 


aid program. 


But, he told the house in a talk 


against the Korean aid bill, they 
"do not have the courage to ad 
mit it and return to a sane anc 
sound foreign policy." 


'Many members of this congres 


privately admit they now doubt the 
soundness of our foreign aid poll 
cy, but brush it aside with asser 
tions that they have taken a stand 
and do not feel it adviseable twc 
turn back," he said. 


He asserted that the foreign aid 


program 'has imposed upon the 
congress by a group of smart men 
who were anxious to promote thei 
World War II at a time when-'thl 
congress did :notr,knpw what jtq d 
and was willing'to"take afiykini 
of a chance that might prevent an 
other war."
